It was June, 1929, the 
start of the great Depr- 
ession. 
“There were no ap- 
prentice schools then, 
you learnt through ex- 
perience, by question- 
ing, watching.” 

Now he can cite 
the species of a tree or 
flower at a glance. 

‘*Phe hours were 
longer and the pay was 
25 shillings a week,” he 
recalled. “I used to give 
mum 20 and kept five 
for myself.” 

“Those were bad 
days — with thousands 
of people out of work 
— I wouldn’t like to 
see them return. 
“There were no fancy 
electric mowers, we did 
everything by hand.

SIR, There it was on a 
house in Douglas Parade, 
Newport. “SEC out of 
residential areas”. Noth- 
ing about “scabs” or

where the author of the 
sign had. been for the 
past months.

When the old power 
station was extended 
during the last war, resiz 
dents in adjacent streets 
say that they were told 
the extra capacity was 
needed “for the war ef- 
fort’.

The 
Point Cook to Altona 
foreshore is undeveloped, 
miles of unspoilt beach 
within sight of the centre 
of Melbournet 

It stands ready as a 
buffer zone between new 
sub divisions and the 
Bay. In Williamstown, a 
start has been made in 
developing useful fore- 
shore pol cy 

But in Newport this 
question is entirely over- 
looked! Land-use, the 
basic question of man’s 


relationship to the Earth, - 


is submerged in a welter 
‘of slogans. 

We. care about New- 
port because it’s our 
home. The State Govern- 
ment ought to care, too, 
It ought to plan for the 
removal of the power sta- 
tion from our foreshore. 
The mouth of the Yarra, 
the cradle of our city, 
ought to be a site of 
beauty, not of heavy in- 
dustry, and definitely not 
of State-owned heavy in- 
dustry! 

The SEC ought to be 
pulled into line with/the 
Government’s public_pol- 
icy of making Victoria 
“the Garden State”.
